Recruiting Proposal Approved 


On June 7 of this year, President Bond approved a proposal by the Faculty Senate which allows “open 
recruiting” on campus. According to the proposal “the Campus Placement Office, with the concurrence of 
the Dean of Students, shall designate, on an annual basis, certain areas on campus where recruiting dis- 
plays and interviewing tables may be set up.” In this measure “open recruiting” s defined as “the type of 
recruiting where an organization wets up a display with interviewing tables. accessible to large numbers of 
students without appointment.” 

Another set of regulations concerning published materials. handbills and circulars states that literature 
is not to be distributed “for the purpose of soliciting business. trade or custom” on campus 

The presence of military recruiters on campus this semester has prompted several interpretations of 


these rules 


Three weeks ago, the day betore Navy recruiters were to arrive on Campus, Willis Black, Director ot 
Placement, set a request to the Dean of Students, Norman Better. asking that the recruiters be allowed to 


set up their displays outdoors 


Better denied the initial request. but later reviewed the campus policies regarding free speech The free 
speech prevision provides that any legitimate organization may distribute non-commercial hterature 
under the guidelines set by the Dean of Students. On that basis the Navy recruiters were allowed access 

Better stated that all appointments for interviews must be made in the Placement Center and that any 
violation of this request will result in shortening the recruiters’ stay on campus. ~ This avenue is not to be 
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substituted for legitimate discussions of careers with the organizations they represent.” he said

Foundation Profits 
What to Do?

Purposes are hard things to define philosophically and even 
pragmatically. The Hornet Foundation’s purpose is to serve the cam- 
pus community 
somewhat more difficult to define. How does the Hornet Foundation 
serve this campus and does it serve effectively’ In order to answer these 
questions a basic understanding of what the Hornet Foundation 1s 
must be achieved 


This purpose is relatively easy to state but is 


The Hornet Foundation ts a non-profit auxiliary organization of 
CSUS. It is governed by a board of directors composed of taculty. 
students. an administrator and a community member. The board of 
directors developes policy which is implemented by the management 
of the various facilities of the foundation: the bookstore. food service 
and vending machine operations 

Every vear the management of the foundation presents a budget to 
The budget ts then sent to 
President Bond for final authorization. For the fiscal year ‘72-73 the 
Hornet Foundation was budgeted for a net profit of $¥3.200. This 1s 
the figure that was approved by the board of directors and the 
President, however at the end of the year the net protit was only 
$35,881. The exact reason for not making the projected budget has to 
de with a combination of factors. The biggest reason tor this loss was 


the board of directors tor approval 


the no meal option given to dorm students last year. Previously dorm 
students had to buy one of three meal plans which assured food service 
ol a certain revenue. Also, the bookstore didn’t reach its projected 
Prolit and was short $4.515. This year’s profit ts projected to be 
$100,125 

i! the Hornet Foundation is a non-profit orgamzation then why ts 
there a net profit each year? Non-profit means that there is no profit tor 
individuals, instead the profit is used by organizations for various pur 
Poses 

Last year’s Hornet Foundation profit was used for an equipment 
replacemen tund (monies from this tund are used for replacement and 
rennovation of equipment), to build up the working capital for the 
foundation. to make payments owed on the bookstore building and to 
tund Various activities on campus. Last year, those areas receiving tun- 
ding were CSUS Child Care Center, Alternative Education. the EOP 
Program. Residence Halls Association and the University Public 
Relations fund 

The board of directors has traditionally given money to programs 
on campus that have not been able to receive funding from other 
sources. Through the allocation of these funds the Hornet Foundation 
ls providing a service to the campus, but are they serving the campus as 
a whole or are they just serving special interest groups? 

This question has been dealt with by the board of directors and last 
year the board set down some criteria that would guide future 
allocations. As stated trom the policy established by the board“... sur- 
plus (protits) shall be used to fund Projects that cannot be ap- 
propriately funded, in part or in total. by funds from the federal or 
state government, the university, or other auxiliary organizations of 
the university. Funding for anv educational objective or university ac- 
tivity shall be done on the basis of merit of each objective or activity, 
and the financial need of the organization requesting funds. 

Consonant with merit and financial need. priority shall be given to 
those projects which benefit the greatest number of students. faculty 
and staff.” 

These guidelines do little more than justify the current process of 
fund allocations. Consideration was given to reducing prices by use of 
the profits. Any profit beyond 5% of the gross operation could be used 
to reduce prices the following year. The only problem is that the 
Hornet Foundation has never exceeded the 5% mark: in eftect. money 
has never been available for price reduction. 

Given this background on the usage of Hornet Foundation profits 
do you feel that it is serving the campus community? This is a fun- 
damentai question which must be dealt with by the board of directors 
If you have any feelings about how this money should be spent, 
perhaps you should get in touch with them.

The President did not steal the 
power he has, it was granted to him 
by Congress.

Lookout For Consumer

The State Attorney General's 
Office announced that it is expan- 
ding its consumer protection 
program to include volunteer work 
from colleges. universities, service 
groups and other sources willing to 
assist them. These volunteers will 
aid consumer specialists in can- 
vassing local stores and industries 
to determine the validity of adver- 
tisements, sales practices, com- 
parative prices and related in- 
formation. 

During the past two and a half 
years 60 major consumer protec- 
tion actions have been filed. and 45

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judgements have been made for im- 
proper business practices, in- 
cluding false and misleading adver- 
tising, unfair collection practices 
and unlawtul multi-level business 
schemes 

Recent legislation has also 
given city attorneys and county 
counsels the same powers the At- 
torney General and district at- 
torneys have in bringing action 
against fasle and misleading adver- 
tising. The Attorney General's Of- 
fice will concentrate on state-wide 
major abuses, but at the same time 
assist local agencies with their 
problems.

Ivaldo Lenci knows it's a long 
shot, but he’s running for Gover- 
nor of California in 1974 anyway 

He has the “drive to do it” and 
wants to make the other candidates 
fight and “make the people think 
and bring them to the polls.” Lenci 
wants to“ bring faith into the hearts 
of Californian people.” 

Lenci came to American 10 
years ago from Italy. He could not 
write or speak a word of English 
He does not have a college degree 
as do most politicians, and he feels 
that going to school would hinder 
his visits to the courthouse and 
elsewhere 

Lenci thought about running 
for supervisor or assemblyman 
“the proper way to get into 
politics.” However. after studying 
Lenci decided that his 
prime issues were more suited tor 


the issues 


the gubernatorial race 

Although the people are 
disillusioned by Watergate, Lenci 
believes that our governmental 
system is still the best. If elected 
governor, Lenci will establish a 
checks and balance committee that 
would “get all kinds of people 
together...to analyze 
problems. and let the people know 
what they're voting for.” 

“Most politicians don’t talk 
about teenagers because they don't 
vote.” But Lenci believes in 
recreational centers for youth ac- 
uvities 

In order to keep. welfare 
payments down, Lenci would 
provide jobs. He feels that it is 
wrong that many people on welfare 
do not work because thetr welfare 
checks will stop coming 

Lenci doesn’t believe in drugs: 
however, he also believes there ts a 
point at which the government 
should stop controlling the 
people's actions. He would clear 
the records of drug users, but 
would institute harsh punishment 
of drug pushers, who, he says, “use 
someone else to get rich on.” 

Regarding the legaliZation of 
prostitution and pornography. 
Lenci said he does not care for 
either of them. personally, but 
again there is a point at which the 
government should stop running 
people's lives. If the people want 
prostitution and pornography. 
Lenci believes they should have it 
(except that pornography should 
not be made available to minors). 
He would also lower the drinking 
age to 18.

The College Town Child Care 
Center, which takes care of about 
65 children, might be forced to shut 
down next semester due to lack of 
funds. Better feels more time must 
be taken to examine the present 
system.

Child Care Center:Essential 
Time Needed To Examine System 


Petey Dodson, Director of the 


Child Care Center, feels that a co- 
Operative care center might be a 
disaster. She said there is no way to 
control who, when, or how often 
parents come to help. She said that 
some parents don't have time to 
help at all. There is also the Pos- 
sibility that the ones who do come 
can’t handle the job 


“The Board of Fiscal Matters 
Better is a voting member) should 


be sensitive to the needs of 
students.” the Dean said. The 
money is collected from the 


students and Better just wants the 
board to take a better look at what 
they do with student money. “The 
system needs to change to reflect 
new people on campus,” he added. 
Expenditures should be reviewed 
constantly.” 


Better feels we should try to es- 
tablish a more permanent 
program. “Things change so quic- 
kly because so few people Ppar- 
tucipate in elections. Suppose the 
senate votes not to give them (the 
Child Day Care Center) the 
money. We should look down the 
road more than one semester at a 
time.” 


The problem is that there isn’t 
enough money to go around. The 








Hornet Foundation budget has 
recently been reviewed and there is 
a $12,000 surplus. The question is. 
where will the money be spent. So 
far $65,000 has been requested by 
vanous organizations. “Each 


Organization feels their cause is the 
most important,” said Better.

tation for the student teachers-to- 
be.” The course ts a prerequisite to 
student teaching 

Student teaching positions 
follow the public school calendar 
Many student teachers make the 
mistake of waiting until school 
opens to inquire about a position 
The Student Teaching Office 
places the student teachers in high 
schools in the Sacramento County 
area, preferably near the student's 
home 

Before the student teacher is ex- 
pected to take over a class, an 
onentation is held. During the first 
few weeks the student observes the 
assigned classes. There may be 
some participation in class dis- 
cussion, but the student is not in 
complete charge. Supervising 
teachers at the cooperating schools 
usually assist the student teachers 
by providing texts, teacher's 
manuals, course guides and film 
catalogs. 

Student teachers are urged to 
keep their university classes to a 
minimum during the student teach- 
ing period. Part-time jobs should 
also be avoided, if possible. 

Problems of classroom dis- 
cipline facing the student teacher 


can best be faced, Kim says, by 
keeping “calm nerves and a clear 
mind. Be sure to mean what you 
say.” 

Student teachers receive grades 
of Pass Fail. Letters of recommen- 
dation are an important outcome 
of student teaching. These letters, 
from the supervising teachers, the 
cooperating school principals, and 
faculty at CSUS follow students 
throughout their teaching careers 
and are influential in helping them 
find permanent positions. Students 
are often hired by the schools 
where they did their student 
teaching. 

This semester there are ap- 
proximately 150 students in the 


Secondary Student Teachers 
Program. An_ estimated 300 
students are expected in the 


program in the spring semester. 
The increase is due to the fact that 
these students want to complete 
their teaching credentials under the 
Fisher program. 

Dr. Richard Kellough, faculty 
advisor for student teachers. 
summed up the Ryan Act in these 
words: “For the first time in the his- 
tory of this country we will be 
producing quality teachers.” 


what should be heard on such a 
Station. 

KERS management has been 
concerned for some time about its 
programming and general lack of 


organization. In one word, 
stability is at the core of the 
problem. There is very little 


stability at KERS. When there are 
no paid full-time people to always 
be available at the studio, to build 
and maintain an_ efficient 
organization, and when those res- 
ponsibilities are given to a student 
staff that changes with the 
semester, stability cannot exist 


In an effort to achieve stability 
at KERS and bring some regular 
meaningful programming to its 
listeners, the management has been 
talking with the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting (CPB). 


CPB is the federal agency for 
educational, non-commercial 
broadcasting. Funded by congress. 
it oversees National Public Radio 
(NPR) and television's Public 
Broadcasting System (PBS) 


KERS has no regular profes- 
sionally produced educational 
programming. Such programming 
would be provided by NPR's direct 
wire service, if the 
allowed to join the system 


Station is 


Before a station is allowed to 
join, NPR wants to know that they 
are going to have a. stable 
organized station with which to 
work. The requirement that they 
ask (to show stability) is that the 
station e at least $10,400 
pledged ire full-time employees 
for the positions of — station 
manager, chief engineer and 
production director. 


Once the funds are raised and 
intention to hire such people 
proven, NPR will grant another 
$9,000 to be used for salaries and 
the wire service will be installed 


Practical Method of Funding 
Child Care Center To Be Investigated 


A task force to investigate fun- 
ding of the Child Care Center will 
be appointed by the Center's ex- 
ecutive board. 

Hopefully, a more practical 
long-range method of supporting 
the Center will result from the 
study. 

The center now operates on ten- 
tative semester-to-semester 
allocations that come from their 
own revenues, student body fees 
and Hornet Foundation grants. 
The absence of a continuing source 
of funding for the center has made 
its existence unstable. 

The Task Force will consist of 
volunteer parents student 
representatives, and the direcior of 
the Child Care Center. Ms. Dod 
son.

To ask either the associated 
students or the state to grant the 
$10,400 year after year is im- 
practical. It ts the hope of KERS 
management that being affiliated 
with NPR will enable them to 
become self-sufficient. But the 
initial $10,400 must be drawn trom 
somewhere. 


Last Tuesday night the Hornet 
Foundation board met to decide 
how they would expand with the 
near $13,000 they have left to 
budget tor °73-"74. Requests for the 
groups and individuals attending 
totaled around $62,000. Figuring 
the associated students monies are 
already heavily taxed, Ted Crews, 
station manager. on the behalf of 
KERS requested the $10,400 


Student support is very vital to 
KERS' affiliation with the public 
broadcasting agencies. Only one 
other campus station in this 
system, KPBS at San Diego State 
University. has NPR program- 
ming. They were a charter member 
of the system. No station in the 
Sacramento area is a member of 
NPR. The closest is KUOP. So if 
KERS could become a member, it 
would not only be of tremendous 
benefit to the Communications 
Department, but would bring 
statewide recognition to the cam- 
pus as a whole 


Self sufficiency is one of the 
main goals. Local non-commercial 
television station KVIE-Channel 6 
sustains itself by selling member- 
ships to its viewers. Well produced 
programming, stability, and 
hopefully some dedicated, if not 
paid public relations people will 
enable KERS to sell memberships 
in the same manner to its listeners. 


In the past KERS couldn't 
conceive of anyway of going to the 
people for financial support. They 
realized that there aren't many 
people who want to become 
members of a radio station that 
programs 85 per cent music. 


Now, such prospects are very 
possible. And when membership 
climbs high enough, the station will 
not have tolook to external souces 
for the yearly salary money. !n ad- 
dition, the Department of Health 
Education and Welfare will match 
every dollar KERS can raise (for 
new equipment) with three federal 
bucks. This means that once out- 
side funds begin to come in, the 
government will finance 75 per cent 
of the badly needed equipment 
replacement

assembled a pictorial, heart-ren- 
ding account of three years of 
American history 

The photos portray the effects 
of racism, the contradiction of a 
son proudly serving in the armed 
forces while parents are relegated 
to wasteland nobody else wants;

I recommend 
the use of a gasoline additive (1 
prefer Wynn's Spitfire or STP Gas 
Treatment) coupled with the use of 
a top grade premium gas. (I have 
found that Standard Supreme 
seems best for my car.)
